ONE OF THE MURDERERS A SON OF 
MRS. MARY E. BRYAN. 


WHY HER BOY. TURNED OUT BADLY. 


The Mother's Trip from New York to the 
Scerle of the Tragedy —Six Men 
a Court In the Southweat, 

MostTrcee..o, Fla., November 25.— Interest 
in a horrible murder that occurred near here 
recently has been intensified by the discovery 
that one of the men implicated is a son of 
Mary E. Bryan, the well-known writer of 
New York. Mrs. Bryan was in Savannah last 
we6k to look after her son’s interests, and left 
a day or two ago for Thomasville, Ga., where 
it is supposed she is still stopping. 

The story she told is a pathetie one. Just 
before the election she received a letter urging 
her to come to Florida, as her son was taking 
a very active part in politics, and it was feared 
that he would get into trouble with the negroes 
at the rolls at Lioyd’s, Jefferson 
county, where he voted. Her next summons 
was a dispatch which read: ‘‘Come at once.” 
When she arrived, she learned that her son 
was a fugitive, with a suspicion of murder 
hanging over him. This unexpected an- 
nouncement was aterrible blow, but she. at 
once put her son’s interests in the hands of a 
lawyer, who has advised that he surrender and 
stand trial. Mrs. Bryan knows his wherea- 
bouts, but whether she has had a personal in- 
terview with him yet is not known. The story 
of his crime is tragic in the extreme. In a 
fracas in a mill at Lioyd’s station a month ago 
he was stabbed, and at one time lis life was 
des; aired of. Who cut him was uncertain, 
but ‘a negro named Judson Cason 
was suspected. On _ elected day Lee 
lHiouston, John S. Bryan, son of the authoress, 
and Arthur Duncan arrested Judson. That 
night he was taken: from a room in which he 
was confined at Lloyds, bound hand and foot, 
placed ina wagon and carried two miles to 
the Miccosukie sinks. There he was stabbed 
todeath, at least a dozen ghastly wounds 
being inflicted. Five or six heavy stones were 
then tiedto the body, and it was thrown into 
the yawning abyss forming the mouth of the 
sinks. fad it not struck an obstruction it 
would have disappeared in the fathomiess 
opening and never been found. It struck 
on a ledge, however, was discovered 
next morning, and thus brought out 
fhe story of the crime. The 
coroner’s jury brought ina verdict charging 
six men with complicity. Of jthese, only one 
was captured. The grand jury indicted Bryan, 
Iiouston, Duncan and Gus Simmons. The 
others turned state’s evidence, ana are free. 
In speaking of her son, Mrs. Bryan suid that 
she was only fifteen years old when he was 
born, and that he had been separated from her 
when very young, and thus grew up without 
the restraint of a mother’s influence. Bryan 
is said to be still suffering from the wound in- 
flicted in the fracas inthe mill. Whether he 
will surrender is unknown.

A Bridegroom of an Hour is Parted From 
the EeHe of Bandera County. 

Saw Awronio, Texas, November 26.—The 
novel spectacle of a groom suing for his bride 
has fust been witnessed at Bandera, an inland 
town fifty tiles west of this city. The ex- 
trem popularity of the young lady, her ro- 
mantic courtship, clandestine marriage and 
subsequent forced removal from her husband’s 
side by an angry father, within an hour after 
the counubial knot was tied, has made the 
case quite celebrated.

OUR WORAL NATURE AYPFELCTED BY 
THE Yroop WE EAT. 


THE MELANCHOLY BIRD OF NIGHT. 


Dr. Talmage’s Sermon Yesterday Evening 
at the Breokiygn Tabernacle—An 
Elequent Discourse. 


BRrooktyN, November 25.—[Specia!.}—At 
the Tabernacle this evening, the great congre- 
gation sang te hymn beginning: 

‘Awake my svul to joyful laya, 
And sing the great Redeermer’s vratse 

Nev. T. DeWitt Taimage, D. D., preached, 
taking for ‘his text: “‘And these are they 
which ye shall have in abomination among the 
fowls; the ow}, the vulture and the bat. 
These also shall be unclean to you among the 
creeping things that creep upon the earth; the 
chameleon and the snail.’’—Levitiens, xi., 13, 
JO. Following is the discourse in full: 

The Bible offers every possible variety of 
theme, of argument and of illustration. We 
care not much in what kind of a pitcher the 
water of life is brought, if it is only the clear, 
pure water. God gave the an- 
cients a list of the animals that they 
might. eat, and a list of animals that 
they might not eat. These people livedin a 
hot climate, and certain forms of aminal food 
corrupted their blood, and disposed them to 
scrofulous disorders, depraved their appetites, 
and bemeaned theirsouls. A man’s food when 
he has the means and opportunity of selecting 
it, suggesis his moral nature. The reason the 
wild Indian is as cruel as the lion is because 
he has food that gives him the blood of the 
lion. A missionary ainong the Indians says 
that, by changing his style of food to corres- 
pond with theirs, his temperment was entirely 
changed. There are certain forms of food that 
have a tendency to affect the moraf nature. 
Manf a Christian is trying to do by prayer 
that which can not be done except through 
corrected diet. For instance, he who vss 
swine’s flesh for constant diet will be diseased 
in body and polluted of soul—all his liturgies 
and catechisms notwithstanding. The Gada- 
reue swine were possessed of the devil and ran 
down a steep place into the sea, and all the 
swine ever since seem to have been similarly 
possessed. In Leviticus, God struck this meat 
off the table of His people, and placed before 
them a bill of fare at once healthful, wutritious 
and generous. 

But, higher than this physical reason, there 
was a spiritual reason why God chose certain 
forms of food for the ancients. God gave a 
peculiar diet to his people, not only because he 
wanted them to be distinguished from the sur- 
rounding nations, but because certain birds 
and aniunals, by reason of their habits, have 
always been suggestive of moral qualities. 
By the list of thifgs from which 
they were to abstain, God _~ wished 
to prejudice their minds against certain evils: 
andinthe list of lawful things given, he 
wished to suggest certain forms of good, When 
God solemly forbade his people to eat the owl, 
the vulture, the bat, the chameleou, and the 
snail, He meant to drive out of his people all 
the sins that were thus emblemized. 

I take the suggestion of the text, and say 
that one of the tirst unclean things the Chris- 
tian needs to drive out of his soul is the owl. 
The owl is the melancholy bird of night. It 
hatches out whole broods of superstitions. It is 
doleful and hideons. Whenitsings it sings 
throughits nose. It loves the gloom of night bet- 
ter than the brightness of the day. Who has not 
slept in the cabin near the woods, and been 
awakened inthe night by the diymal *‘too- 
hoo’ of the owl? Melancholy is the owl 
that is perched in many a Christian 
goul. Itis an nnclean bird, and needs to be 
driven away. A nian whose sins are pard ned 
and whoison the road to heaven, has no 
right to be gloomy. He says: “1 have so many 
doubts.”” That is because ‘‘you are lazy.”’ Go 
actively to work in Christ’s cause, and your 
doubts will vanish. You say: ‘Ll have lost my 
property -’ but I repiy: “‘rou have iniiniie 
treasures laid up in neaven.” Yousay: “i aim 
weak and sickiy, and going to die.’’ Then be 
congratulated that von are so near eternal 
health and perpetual gladness. Catch a few 
morning larks for your soul,and stone this owl 
off your premises.

But for the fact that everything is poss!- 
ble in France, we should be inclined to 
doubt the correctness of the New York Her- 
‘ald’s special advices from Paris. 

According to a cablegram, the Boulangist 
newspapers charge the government with a 
coup d’ etat to be carried out on the occas- 

fon of the coming demonstration over the 
grave of a revolutionist who was shot on 
the barricades in 1852. 

The specific part of the charge alleges 
that the government will send its agents to 
mingle with the people on the appointed day 
to provoke a conflict, Then the leaders in 
the demonstration will be arrested, and 
prosecuted for treason.

The Public Advertising, 

Epitors ConstiruTion: ,J see that Mr. 
Venable, of Fulton, has introduced a bill in the 
lower house of the state legislature, having for its 
object the changing of certain sections of the code, 
regulating fees for publishing legal advertising mat- 
ters, so that “any officer shall have the right to 
make contracts with newspapers in which adver- 
tisements may bejpublished, at less rate than is set 
forth in the section, by receiving competitive 
bids,’’ 

If the object of the bill is to economize public 
money, the author is entitled to the thanks of the 
people generally. But will the object aimed at be 
reached? It would open the gates to jobbery in 
that it clothes the officer holding such patronage 
with the pcwer to peddle it from office to office, 
and the bids being privatc of course leaves him the 
privilege of making his return at such a rate as 
might best suit hisown political preferment, per- 
sonal friendship or private gain, Ifthe bill were to 
become a law, the sheriff of Fulton county (this by 
way of parenthesis) could, and without violation of 
law, give the patronage of his office to any 8x10 
inch weekly publication issued from any point 
within the limits ofthe county, and regardless of 
the fact that said meagre publication might not 
have a baker’s dozen bona fide subscribers, or whom 
those subscribers might be. Andthe same would 
hold good with every other officer in the county, 
and also’‘apply to every county in the state. 

The present law fixes a schedule of rates that is 
by no means exorbitant, and is far the better plan. 
1$ ives almost general satisfaction to the papers 
and people, and insures the work being well done. 
It affords a world of competition, for the paperin a 
county presentiug the neatest typographical ap- 
pearance and best evidences of general’ patronage 
will usually bave the pnblic adverti-ing, as it should, 
and ihis fact stimulates the publishers of the country 
papers to bring up the standard of their respect- 
ive journals, It is to be hoped that the bill will not 
become a law, tor it is evident that there is but lit- 
tle dissatisfaction €mong the people or press as re- 
gards the present law on the subject of official ad- 
vertising.

Eprtors Constitution: Tell all you can 
about the French spoilation claims. & H. 

During the reyolutionary war, France and the 
United States made common cause as the result of 
the treaty of 1778, by which among other things, 
each government agreed to permit the other to 
carry on trade with an enemy, and even to carry 
the enemy’s goods, provided these were not contra- 
band. After our treaty of peace in 1783 with Great 
Britain, Frauce found herself once more engaged in 
war with that nation, France maintained that by 
the treaty of 1778 we were bound to assist her, but 
as our government did not admit this and main- 
tained a neutral position, France seized many car- 
goes of American vessels trading with England. 
The United Stales overlooked these facts for the 
time belog, but in 1797 and 1799 the ciaims of those 
who had _ lost property by these French spoila- 
tion were presented to France by our commission- 
ers. Finally a bill passed congress and was approved 
by President Arthur on January 20, 1885, ordering 
the court of claims to investigate and report to con- 
gress upon the French spoilation claims. Your

The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle says 
that for the week ending last Friday even- 
ing the total receipts have reached 266,262 
bales, against 262,369 bales last week, and 
272,091 bales the previous week, making 
the total receipts since the Ist of September, 
1888, 2,358,371 bales, against 2,874,549 
bales for the same period of 1887, showing 
a decrease since September 1, 1888, of 516,- 
178 bales. 

.The exports for the week reach a total of 
193,027 bales, of which 128,987 were to 
Great Britain, 12,374 to France, and 51,606 
to the restofthe continent. The total sales 
for forward delivery for the week are 390,200 
bales. For immediate delivery the total 
sales foot up 3,879 bales, including 493 for 
export, 3,386 for consumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 71,000 bales. There is a decrease in 
the cotton in sight of 615,163 bales as com- 
pared with the same date of 1887, a de- 
crease of 348,546 bales as compared with 
the corresponding date of 1886, and a de- 
crease of 280,977 bales as compared with 
1885. 

The old interior stocks have increased 
during the week 24,218 bales and are 107,- 
099 bales less than at the same period last 
year. The receipts at the same towns have 
been 24,314 bales less than the same week 
Jast year, and since September 1 the re- 
celpts at all the towns are 408,371 bales less 
than for the same time in 1887, 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1888, are 2,626,439 
bales; in 1887 were 3,260,147 bales; in 1886 
were 2,755,892 bales. Although the re- 
ceipts at the outports the past week were 
266,262 bales, the actual movement from 
plantations was 293,225 bales, the balance 
going to increase the stocks at the interior 
towns. Last year the’ receipts from the 
plantations for the same week were 274,022 
bales, and for 1886 they were 309,160 bales. 

The decrease in amount In sight as com- 
pared with last year is 671,198 bales, the 
decrease as compared with 1886 is 92,074 
bales, and the decrease from 1885 is 84,089 
dales. 

Special returns from the south covering 
the month of October indicate that in gen- 
eral very satisfactory progress in gathering 
the crop was made during the month ex- 
¢ept in portions of the Atlantic states, 
whero rain acted as a hindrance. The 
marketing of the staple has not been inter- 
fered with by the weather, the falling off 
being ascribable to other causes.

. A great element of dramatic skill is selection. 
. Avoid the sin of writing about a character. 
. Never attempt to describe any kind of life ex- 
cept that with which you are familiar, 
10, Learn as much ag you can about man and 
woman. 
11. For the sake of forminga good natural style 
and acquiring command of language write poetry. 
‘*Most of this, while perfectly familiar t> Besant 
scholars, is not known tothe general public. The 
last commandment, for example, is found in ‘All in 
a Garden Fair.’ Itisoblvious to those who have 
thought about the matter at all, that a poet almost 
invariably writes good prose, Augfellow, 
Thackeray, Mattew Arnold,and Mr. Besant him- 
self, are evamples.

O child of God, arouse! We have apotheo- 
sized Prudence and Caution long enough. 
Pradence is a beautiful grace, bat of all the 
family of Christian graces I like her tho least, 
for she has been married so often to Laziness, 
Sloth and Stupidity. We have a million idlers 
in the Lord’s vineyard who pride themselves 
on prudence. ‘‘Be prudent,”’ said the disci- 

les to Christ, ‘‘and stay away from Jerusa- 
em ;’’ but he went. ‘‘Be prudent,’’ said Paul’s 
friends, ‘‘and look out for what you say to 
Felix,”’ but he thundered away until the 
ruler’s knees knocked together. In the eyes 
of the world, the most imprudent men that 
ever lived were Martin Luther, and John Old- 
castle, and Wesley, and Knox. My opinion 
is that the most imprudent and reckless thing 
is to stand still. It is well to hear our Com- 
mander’s voice when He says ‘‘Halt!’’ but 
quite as important to hear it when He says 
“Forward!” This gospel ship made to plough 
the sea at fifteen knots an hour, is not 
making three. Sometimes it is most prudent 
toride your horse slowly and pick out the 
way for hisfeet, and not strike him with the 
spurs, but when a band of Shoshonee Indians 
are alter youin full tilt, the most prudent 
thing for you to do, is to plunge in the rowels 
and put your horse to a full run, shouting, 
“Go ’long!’’ until the Rocky Mountains echo 
it. The foesof God are persuing us. The 
world, the flesh, and the devil are after us; 
and our wisest course is to go ahead at swift- 
est speed. 

When the church of God gets to advancing 
too fast, it will be time enough to use caution. 
No need of putting on the brakes while going 
uphill. DonotJet us sit down waiting for 
sOmething *‘to turn up,’’ but go ahead in the 
name of God, and turn it up. The great danger 
to the church now is not sensation but stagna- 
tion. Ohthat the Lord God would send a 
host of aroused and consecrated men to set the 
church on fire, and to turn the world upside 
down. Let us go to ‘work and catch the last 
snailin our souls. With Divine vehemence 
let us stamp its life out; for my text declares: 
‘These also shall be unclean to you among the 
creeping things that creep upon the earth; the 
chameleon and the snail.’’ I have thus tried 
to prejudice these Christian men and women 
against gloominess, and slander, and half-and- 
half experiences, and changeableness, and 
sloth. Our opportunities for getting better are 
being rapidly swallowed up in the remorseless 
past. This golden Sabbath is about to drop 
out of the calendar. This moment may we drive 
out all the unclean things from our souls—the 
vulture, and the bat and the owl, and the 
chameleon and the snail; and in place thereof 
bring in the Lamb of God and the Dove of the 
Spirit! The case is urgent. Arouse! before it 
be eternally too late! ‘ Whatsoever thy hand 
findeth to do, do it!”’

AUGUSTA HUNTERS 
A RACE. 


4 PARTY OF 
WAVE 


A Pack of Fifty Five Hounds and a Dozen 
Riders Succeeded in Killing a Fox— 


Quite English. : 


A fox hunt. 
The most exciting sport in the world. 


The race was near Augusta. 


Tt was a full moon and the nigt was almost 


as bright as day. Nine splendid horses, each 
held by a negro boy, were rearing and charmp- 
ing their bits in front of the Arlington. In 


nine men relating their experiences in fox 
bunting. 

The clock struck two. They arose from 
their chairs, walked out, mounted their impa- 
tient steeds and were off in a jiffy. Jack 
Crawford, the veteran fox hunter, mounted 
on a Jarge iron gray of quick movement, took 
the lead and led the others of the party to the 
gouth ina fast gallop. Reaching the outskirts 
of the city the Milledgeville road was taken 
and in five minutes the party halted in 
front of a large, old-fashioned farm 
house. It was the home of John Lambert, the 
owner of the finest pack of fox hounds in the 
United States. Lambert was standing in frent 
of the house holding the reins of a noble bay 
horse fully sixteen hands in height.

Hardly two minutes had 
elapsed, when barely twenty yards from 
the horsemen a big gray fox, with tail erect, 
passed in a 81 ift run. The dogs were fully 
three hundred yards behind, but had passed 
in afew seconds. The leader of the pack was 
running like the wind, and appeared to be 
only a streak of black. Immediately behind 
came the fifty others running in a bunch. 
Each dog was yelping at every jump, and the 
mnsic they made was unequaled. It was such 
as would cause the most indifferent to be 
thrilled with excitement. It was grand. 

The hunters were all excitement, and put- 
ting spurs to their already impatientand spir- 
ited horses, wore off at a i= full run. 
Mile after mile, through fields, thence into 
woods,over ditches aud fences they sped as fast 
as their horsescould run. The horses,like their 
riders, were wild with excitement,’ and each 
did his utmost to take the lead. 

They were ten as fine animals as could be 
found anywhere and ran well together. But 
the dogs were running too fast for them. The 
horses could not Keep up over the rough coun- 
try and after running an hour the riders could 
just hear the dogs away ,off in the distance. 

hey drew rein and rode slowly tothe top of a 
near by hill. The dogs could be heard dis- 
tinctly from the eminence. They were turn- 
ing. They seemed to get nearer and nearer. 
It wasthen lightand the sun could be seen 
rising in the east. Directly the hunters caught 
sight of the pack and could see they were 
heading slightiy to the right. The riders 
were off in a second, galloped a few hundred 
yards, and halted near the edge of & clump of 
woods. As they stopped the fox — by into 
the‘open fields. His tongue was hanging out 
but his tail wasstillerect. He was tired but 
still running like the wind. The dogs, led by 
a slight built black one, were 

ust fifty yards in the rear. They, too, passed 
like the wind and were gaining at every step 
op the flying fox. 

This was the home stretch. Heavy bets 
had been made on who would be first to the 
death and get the brush, and every man in the 
party put spur and whip to his horse and flew 
through the fields at lightning speed. There 
were no fences, but many ditches. The 
horses paidno heed to the ditches. They 
jumped them and gsped on as prettily as if 
running on a level field. The hunters were 
almostina bunch. Slightly in the lead, how- 
ever, Was @ young man mounted on a beauti- 
ful little black. The dogs were right up on 
the fox. Poor reynard was hardly ten vards 
in the lead and the horsemen were only 
a short distance in the rear of the 
dogs. Everyone—fox, dogs and horses—were 
exerting their every effort, suddenly the hun- 
ters saw only ashort distance in front, an im- 
mense gully. <Allreined up in time except 
the young hunter on the lit@e black. He at- 
tempted to leap. The black madea splendid 
effort, but the gully was too wide, and horse 
and rider both fell ina heap upon the opposite 
bank. The other hunters rode around, but as 
quick as they reached the opposite side, the 
rider of the little black was up, mounted, and 
again led off at break-neck speed. From here 
on horses and riders were wild with excite- 
ment and every horse ran like his life de- 
pended upon it. The dogs were just ahead 
and the riders could see the leading hound as 
he caught the fox. Right into the 
dogs the hunters ran almost in 
® bunch, but the rider of - the 
little black got there first by just a half length 
and the brush was his. 

The race had lasted, from the time the fox 
was jumped to the time caught, just two hours, 


aud a more exciting or prettier race was prob- | 


ably never witnessed, It was just fifteen miles 
from Augusta to where the fox was caught, but 
the excitement was so intense that it seemed 
the hunter’s had hardiy ridden one third that 
distance. 

Ali during the race the hunters would every 
how and then catcha glimpse of a small black 
looking figure riding, what seemed to be a 
Texas pony. The figure never uttered a word 
and in fact never came near enough to the 
hunters to be spoken to, but he was near by 
all the time and when the fox was caught and 
the hunters looked 
figure could be seen disappearing in the woods. 
It was a sight old hunters witness very often. 
Some country boy fond of the chase, on hear- 
ing the dogs running, had mounted his pony 
and«ame forth to enjoy the sport. He wes 
in atthe death, but immediately disappearad 
Without uttering a word.

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SOME IMPORTANT CASES. 


EXTRACTS VROM THE FOURTH BI- 
ENNIAL REPORT. 


The Georgia State Lottery—The State vs. 
Jenes--The Law Requiring Steeping Car 
Companies to Pay $2,000 Tax, Etc. 


The following interesting extracts are taken 
from the fourth biennialreport of Attoriuey- 
Genera] Clifford Anderson : 

The Georgia State Lottery Caecs. 

‘The cases involying the property formerly 
belonging to the Georgia state lottery are still 
pending and undisposed of. The death of 
Judge O. A. Lochrane, who was the principal 
defendant to the bills filed in behalf of the 
state, and the delay attending the grant of let- 
ters of administration on his estate, has been 
the main cause of preventing atrial of these 
cases. It is hoped, however, that they will be 
disposed of either at the present or during the 
next spring term ofthe Fulton superior court.”’ 

| The State vs. John Jones. 

“The case of the state vs. John Jones, for- 
mer state treasurer, and the sureties on his 
official bond, is also still pending and undis- 
posed of, The dificulties in the way ofa final 
dispositien of his case are numerous. Most of 
the sureties have d 
menced and the estates of seyeral of them are, 
it is believed, insolvent, and unrepresented, so 
far as lam informed. There have been. other 
obstacies in the way of a trial of the case, 
which [I deem it unnecessary to mention spe- 
cifically. The chief difficulty in the wayof a 
successtal nial is one which should not be 
stated ina public report.’ 

The Macon Riot Case, 

“By direction of your excellency, I assisted 
tlie solicitor general of the Mfacon eircuit in 
prosecuting one Johnston, charged, in con- 
junction with others, with breaking open the 
jail of Bib b county, and taking therefrom 4 
prisoner named Moore and han: ging him. , The 
riot Y hich resuited in the unlawful act of 
breaking into the jail of that county, and the 
hanging of Moore, created much excitement 
atthe time, andas the judge of the superior 
court of the Macon circuit so requested, your 
excellency deemed it proper to direct me to aid 
in the prosecution. A trial was had in the 
summer of ’87, and resulted in a failure of the 
ju'y to agree, there being nine for conviction 
and three for acquittal. It was believed by 
the judge presiding, as well as by the solicitor 
general, myseli and others, that this trial in 
which the accused came so near being con- 
victed, produced asalutary effect on the public 
mind. Johnston was the only man of the 
many on feed in the lawless proceeding re- 
ferred to who was fully identified. No further 
trial of this case has been had since that result- 
ing in the disagreement of the jury as afore- 
said.” 

Taxing Sleeping Car Companies, 

AiMthe last session ofjthe general assembly 
ms Taw was ch: anged so as to require sleeping 
car companies each. to pay a tax of $2,000 for 
doing business in this state, instead of paying 
atax on their gross receipts. A bill is now 
pending inthe United States circuit court to 
enjoin the collection of this tax, and I greatly 
fear thatthe injunction will be granted: the 
supreme court of the United States having, at 
its last term, ina _— which went up from the 
state of Alabam decided in effect, 
that any ait aad on the part 
of a state to compe ia corporation engaged in 
interstate business to pay a tax for the privi- 
lege of doiug business in the sta te, is a viola- 
tion of the constitution of the United States. 
In yiew of this decision by the. supremne court 
of the United States, it is difiicult to deter- 
mine what “method of taxing corporations 
engazed in interstate business can be adopted 
Without violating what is known as the 
commerce clause of the constitution of the 
United States. In a case which went up 
to that court from the state of Massachusetts, 
the cowt has recently. decided thata 
telegraph comnany ean be taxed 
on its property, or capital stock, in the propor- 
tion that its property in the state taxing it, 
bears to its whole property, and that this can 
be ascertained by compariig the length of the 
lines ef the telegraph com pany in the state 
with its entire dimes, and taxing the company 
in the proportion that the le sth of its lines 
Within the state bears to the length of its en- 
tire lines, 

‘'Thistmethod of taxation and a tax on the re- 
ceipts derived from business — exclusivel 
within the state, seem to be the = mothers 
which a state can adopt w chee t violating the 
clause of the éonstitution of the 
United States to which -reference has been 
made. As{a tax on receipts derived from 
business done within the state amounts to a 
very insignificant sum, it would seem prefera- 

le to tax telegraph an other corporations
